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When  death  takes  one  of  our  number  from  us,  the  most  reassuring  legacy  we  are  left 
with  is  our  memories  of  the  departed.  In  those  memories,  the  living  may  find  some 
solace  for  the  loss  of  a  friend.  So  it  is  with  those  who  knew  Eric  Petee,  a  Transylvania 
student  who  died  in  an  automobile  crash  late  one  Saturday  afternoon  in  February 
1974. 

Eric  added  much  to  life  at  Transylvania.  He  was  a  source  of  both  humor  and  serious 
thought,  a  man  as  capable  of  enjoying  the  good  times  here  as  he  was  of  engaging  in 
scholarly  debate  in  classes.  Though  he  spent  much  of  his  time  with  a  relatively  small 
group  of  friends,  nearly  all  of  the  student  body  knew  him.  Eric  was  not  enrolled  as  a 
student  this  past  quarter,  but  he  was  always  to  be  found  somewhere  on  campus, 
sipping  coffee  in  the  student  center,  perhaps,  or  sitting  beneath  a  tree,  talking  with 
friends.  Many  teachers,  too,  speak  well  of  him  as  both  a  friend  and  a  student.  All 
students  who  were  here  during  Spring  Quarter  of  1973  will  remember  the  first 
"People's  Party,"  an  unofficial,  free  party  which  Eric  helped  to  organize  and  stage. 

Eric's  life  was  very  much  centered  here  at  Transylvania  University.  He  had  planned 
to  re-enroll  for  the  Spring  Quarter,  and  it  is  hard,  now,  to  walk  the  campus  grounds 
without  expecting  him  to  quietly  appear  with  a  smile  and  a  greeting.  For  those  who 
knew  him,  Eric's  death  is  a  great  loss,  and  memories  of  him  are  treasured  prizes.  Those 
of  us  who  knew  him  will  always  know  him;  and,  through  our  remembrances  of  him, 
we  will  take  Eric  along  with  us,  into  life.

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On  April  3,  1974  several  killer  tornadoes  ripped  through  Kentucky  making  a 
shambles  of  many  communities  including  Brandenburg,  Jett,  Stamping  Ground,  and 
Louisville.  Students,  faculty,  and  administration  alike  had  relatives  and  friends  who 
were  involved  in  the  destruction  and  terror  of  the  storms. 

Despite  the  fact  that  classes  were  not  called  off,  Transy  students  immediately 
gave  assistance  to  the  local  Red  Cross,  the  state  Civil  Defense,  and  the  Central 
Kentucky  Blood  Bank. 

Several  students  went  directly  into  the  stricken  area  outside  of  nearby  Frankfort 
and  helped  people  salvage  their  belongings  from  the  ruins.  Others  donated  blood  at 
the  Blood  Bank  and  some  even  stayed  to  help  take  the  blood  donations. 

Another  group  of  students  worked  with  the  Civil  Defense  picking  up  food  and 
clothing  donations  from  Lexington  homes  and  delivering  them  to  the  tornado 
ravaged  areas. 

There  were  also  several  students  who  worked  long  hours  at  the  Parker  Seal 
Warehouse  helping  the  Red  Cross  to  pack  and  sort  clothes,  a  very  tedious  process 
but  one  that  was  necessary  to  help  the  tornado  victims.

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With  7:25*left  in  his  college  basketball 
career  at  Transylvania,  Dale  Cosby  sunk  a 
20  ft.  jump  shot  and  set*a  new  career 
scoring  record.  Cosby  was  the  first  player 
ever  to  start  as  a  freshman  at  Transy,  and 
by  scoring  1,881  points  in  his  career,  he 
surpassed  the  old  record  held  by  Everett 
Bass  by  six  points.  Dale  also  holds  nu- 
merous other  career,  season,  and  Tip-Off 
Tournament  records.  He  holds  career 
records  for  most  field  goals  attempted 
and  made,  1,820  and  786  respectively.  He 
also  holds  the  season  record  for  most 
field  goals  made  with  236.  Tip-Off  Tour- 
ney records  Cosby  holds  include  most 
field  goals  attempted  (53),  most  field 
goals  attempted  in  a  single  game  (28), 
most  field  goals  made  in  a  championship 
game  (11),  and  most  points  in  the  history 
of  the  tournament  with  127  in  three 
years.  Cosby  was  the  leading  scorer  on  the 
Pioneer  team  averaging  22.7  points  per 
game  in  the  1973-74  season. 

Cosby  made  the  new  record  in  a  tough 
game  against  Kentucky  State.  Dale  need- 
ed 24  points  to  break  the  old  record,  and 
he  said,  "This  is  one  of  the  first  games 
that  I  counted  my  points,  and  I  was  al- 
ways conscious  of  how  many  I  needed."

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Transylvania's  1973-74  academic  year  was  a  good  one.  It  was  a  year  of  traditions  and 
innovations,  a  year  of  excitement  and  creativity,  and  a  year  of  disappointment  and 
disaster.  It  was  a  year  that  saw  Transy  students  at  their  best  —  working,  creating, 
striving,  helping,  overcoming,  and  preparing  to  take  their  place  in  the  world. 

On  September  8,  1973,  21 1  new  faces  appeared  on  Transy's  campus,  and  Orientation 
Week  began.  Lam  pas  members  and  student  leaders  did  an  excellent  job  getting  all  the 
confused  freshmen  oriented,  and  they  immediately  became  involved  in  every  aspect 
of  Transy  life. 

At  the  end  of  October,  the  traditional  ceremonies  were  held  to  ward  off  the  Curse  of 
Rafinesque.  Following  the  bonfire,  a  dance  at  the  Phoenix  Hotel  drew  outstanding 
student  participation. 

After  Thanksgiving,  a  record  500  students  returned  to  take  advantage  of  the  unique 
educational  opportunities  of  Short  Term. 

Basketball  season  began  as  usual,  but  before  the  last  game  of  the  season  had  been 
completed,  Dale  Cosby  had  shattered  all  previous  scoring  records. 

The  Student  Activities  Board  replaced  the  traditional  Homecoming  Queen  with  a 
Spirit  Night.  The  gym  was  paced  with  students  waving  red  and  white  towels.  The 
mighty  Pioneers  played  an  outstanding  game  and  won  convincingly  over  their  op- 
ponent. 

The  Student  Government  Association  sent  three  students  to  Houston  to  take  part  in 
the  National  Entertainment  Conference.  Pam  Whittenburg,  Terrie  Isaac,  and  Bruce 
Coates  returned  to  campus  with  some  excellent  ideas  for  the  coming  year. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  a  new  student  organization  was  formed.  Called  The 
Transylites,  its  main  purpose  is  to  help  in  the  recruitment  of  new  students. 

Students  pitched  in  and  raised  $281  for  Big  Brothers  in  the  Phi  Mu  Mr.  Pioneer  Spirit 
Contest.  The  Tri-Delta's  won  the  contest  with  the  Independents  a  close  second. 
Basketballs  and  basketball  socks  were  purchased  with  part  of  the  money  and  they  were 
presented  to  the  little  brothers  at  the  basketball  banquet.  Almost  every  organization 
also  raised  money  for  Easter  Seals. 

Choir  director  Gary  Anderson  formed  a  new  music  organization  called  the  Choral 
Union.  The  union  gives  any  student  or  faculty  member  who  wants  to  the  opportunity 
to  sing  in  a  group.  The  Choral  Union  drew  excellent  participation  and  presented  three 
concerts  during  the  year.  The  Choir  went  on  its  traditional  tour  during  Spring  Break  and 
presented  quality  concerts  in  many  Southern  cities.  The  Band  also  presented  three  fine 
concerts  during  the  year,  and  innumerable  student  and  faculty  recitals  were  also  held 
during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Coffeehouse-type  programs  were  held  in  the  Student  Center  Pit.  Students  had  the 
opportunity  to  perform  or  just  to  sit  and  listen  to  Transy  talent.  Dr.  Heath  (Transy's 
poet  in  residence)  gave  poetry  readings  from  his  collection,  and  author  Thomas  Berger 
was  invited  to  the  campus  to  read  from  his  works.  The  Colloquium  on  Counterculture 
brought  10  distinquished  alumni  back  to  the  campus  to  present  a  four-day  stimulating 
seminar  on  the  culture  vs.  counterculture  theme. 

Student  and  faculty  art  was  displayed  in  the  Morlan  Gallery  at  various  times  during  the 
year.  Students,  volunteering  their  time  and  trained  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service, 
helped  low-income  individuals  prepare  their  income  tax  returns  free  of  charge.  The 
Drama  Department  presented  three  major  productions  and  several  one  act  plays. 

A  disasterous  tornado  saw  Transy  students  spring  to  action  helping  the  stricken 
families  in  every  possible  way.  Some  students  went  to  Frankfort  protesting  the 
building  of  a  dam  at  Red  River  Gorge.  Some  students  protested  a  purposed  change  in 
fees  for  a  private  room  in  the  dorms,  and  as  a  result  of  student  action,  adjustments 
were  made. 

T-Day  brought  students  out  in  amazing  numbers.  All  activities  were  well  attended  as 
the  SGA  did  an  excellent  job  in  planning  the  annual  event.  The  International  Relations 
Club  sponsored  the  "Remember  When"  soc  hop  and  gave  everyone  a  chance  to  let 
down  their  hair  and  boogie  to  the  oldie  goldies.  A  dance  contest  was  held  and  won  by 
Sandy  Baes  and  Jimmy  Kyle. 

As  Transylvania's  194th  year  came  to  a  close,  the  university  sent  186  graduates  out 
into  the  world.  Belinda  Congleton  Rose  and  Deborah  Vanlandingham  graduated  "with 
highest  distinction."  Hail  Transylvania!

The  1973-74  Pioneers  began  the  season  slowly,  compiling  a  first  half  record  of  7-6. 
Contributing  to  the  slow  start  were  lack  of  height  and  experience,  and  the  fact  that  many 
games  were  played  on  the  road.  The  Transy  team  was  considerably  smaller  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Sophomore  Mark  Lewis  (6'7")  was  the  only  holdover  of  size,  and  Dave 
Reiber  (6'8")  and  Sky  With  (6'5")  were  both  freshmen.  The  front  line  was  relatively 
small  and  was  made  up  of  junior  Jim  Biven  (6'3"),  sophomore  Mark  Lewis  (6'7"),  and 
freshman  Jay  Noel  (6'4").  Often  the  only  senior  to  start  was  guard  Dale  Cosby.

The  young  team  also  experienced  foul  trouble.  The  inexperience  of  the  younger 
players  resulted  in  unnecessary  aggressiveness  under  the  boards  and  fouls.  Pioneer  players 
had  fouled  out  before  an  opponent  had  fouled  out  nine  times  in  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  and  once  in  the  Centre  game  Transy  was  represented  by  three  freshmen  and  one 
sophomore  because  of  foul  trouble.  Many  away  games  during  vacation  also  affected  the 
first  half  of  the  season.  In  these  games  the  team  had  to  play  on  unfamiliar  courts,  with 
unfamiliar  officials,  and  without  crowd  support.  Coach  Rose  commented,  "When  on  the 
road  the  usual  routine  is  broken  up  and  they  have  a  hard  time  sleeping  on  the  bus. 
Crowds  can  be  intimidating  during  road  games  and  young  players  tend  to  lose  their 
concentration."  The  first  half  of  the  season  saw  the  Pioneers  scoring  951  points  and 
getting  479  rebounds.

From  the  second  Thomas  More  game  till  the  season's  end,  the  Pioneers  steadily 
improved.  The  players  gained  experience  and  much  of  the  foul  trouble  was  eliminated. 
During  the  second  half  of  the  season,  the  Pioneers  posted  a  9-4  record  bringing  their 
season  record  to  16-10.  They  scored  1037  points  and  got  493  rebounds  during  this  time. 
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the  Pioneers  triumphed. 

Though  the  competition  during  the  second  half  was  no  less  stiff  than  that  of  the  first 
half,  the  team  won  more  games  and  individual  players  were  able  to  set  records.  Jay  Noel 
set  a  new  Tip-Off  Tourney  rebounding  record  with  29,  an  individual  single  game 
rebounding  record  with  18,  and  was  the  first  freshman  honored  as  most  valuable  player. 
Dale  Cosby  set  individual  records  for  most  field  goals  attempted  and  made  in  a  career, 
most  field  goals  made  in  a  season  and  game,  most  field  goals  and  points  made  in  the 
Tip-Off  Tourney,  and  he  tied  the  record  for  most  field  goals  made  in  a  Tip-Off 
Championship  game.  Cosby  also  set  a  new  career  scoring  record  with  1881  points.  The 
new  record  was  set  during  the  very  tough  last  game  against  Kentucky  State.  Cosby  topped 
the  old  record  by  six  points. 

The  JV  team  was  impressive  this  year  with  a  13—5  record.  As  a  training  ground  for 
varsity  ball,  the  JV  experience  is  used  to  adjust  players  to  new  methods  of  defense  and 
new  positions.  Benji  Lewis  was  the  leading  scorer  on  the  team  averaging  13.8  points  per 
game;  he  was  followed  by  Tom  Shephard  who  averaged  13.4  points  per  game.
